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Pledge of 
improved 
emergency 
provision 

OSWESTRY WILL lose its 
old ambulance station but get 
better cover from the ambu¬ 
lance service, bosses have 
pledged. The new service 
could be based in the town’s 
new health centre. 

In its strategy, Make 
Ready, West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service plans to create 
two new ambulance hubs for 
the county, one in Shrews¬ 
bury and the other at Don- 
nington, with all vehicles 
beginning their shifts from 
one of the hubs. 

There have been fears that 
market towns like Oswestry 
will lose out in the changes. 

But a public meeting in the 
town was reassured that 
Oswestry will have the same 
coverage from ambulances 
and in addition be assigned 
its own highly trained para¬ 
medics. 

At a local joint committee 
cluster meeting, Mr Steve 
Bonser from West Midlands 
Ambulance, said Oswestry’s 
ambulance station on Morda 
Road was likely to close in the 
next 12 months. However he 
said it would only do so once a 
replacement centre for the 
service was found. 

“We are in talks with the 
Primary Care Trust about a 
base at your new health cen¬ 
tre, as well as with Shrop¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service 
and West Mercia Police,” he 
said. 

He said the service would 
have two central hubs but 
said ambulances would be 
dispersed around the county 
during their 12 hour shifts. 

He said Oswestry would in 
addition gain an ambulance 
car and highly trained para¬ 
medics, that would stay in the 
area all the time. They will be 
on scene quickly and assess 
whether an ambulance is 
needed to transport patients 
to hospital.

NEW BID 10 SAVE 
VILLAGE SCHOOL

COUNCILLORS HAVE approved plans to 
close a Shropshire village school despite 
pleas to keep it open. 

Members of Shropshire Council’s cabinet approved a rec¬ 
ommendation at a meeting yesterday to shut Ifton Heath 
Primary School in St Martins and create an all-through 
school at Rhyn Park Secondary School in the village. 

Under the plans the school will close in August 2012. 

Nicola Bradley, headteacher of Ifton Heath, claimed that 
the plans were unpopular with parents and that many had 
threatened to send their children to other schools if the pro¬ 
posal went ahead. 

She said the school was also progressing with a bid to the 
Department for Education to seek Academy Status which 
would remove it from local authority control. 

She said: “We are seeking to move to Academy Status 
working in partnership with The Marches School and oth¬ 
ers. We are very excited by the collaboration. ” 

Julian Cattley, chairman of governors at Ifton Heath, 
said that the school had carried out a lot of work in provid¬ 
ing outdoor teaching for pupils through its forest school ini¬ 
tiative. 

He claimed that closing the school would mean it would 
take years to re-establish a similar project at the new all- 
through school. 

But councillors David Lloyd and Steve Davenport, whose 
wards cover the areas affected, said they believed the plans 
were the best way to ensure long-term provision of educa¬ 
tion in the St Martins area and surrounding villages. 

Specialist teaching 

Mr Lloyd said the proposals would provide an “educa¬ 
tional and economic” benefit to the area with pupils able to 
benefit from specialist teaching and better facilities. 

Councillor Davenport said that ideally he would like to 
see the status quo retained but accepted that this was not 
an option. 

He said he wished Ifton Heath well with its bid for Acad¬ 
emy Status but he said that if the merger did go ahead it 
could provide a “top education to be proud of in St Martins”. 

Addressing claims that large numbers of parents had 
threatened to not send their children to the new all-through 
school if it went ahead, David Taylor, director of people at 
the council, said that 13 pupils had left Ifton Heath school 
since January. 

He said that in the forms provided by parents only two 
had cited proposals for an all-through school in the area as 
part of the reason. 

Councillor Steve Charmley told the meeting that the 
plans were necessary because if Rhyn Park School was 
forced to close the community would not only lose its sec¬ 
ondary school but also the swimming pool and sports hall 
based at the site. 

Councillor Aggie Caesar-Homden, cabinet member for 
education and skills, said it was a tough decision but one 
which needed to be taken. 

She said; “This is an extremely difficult time and we do 
have to make another important decision today. Not one of 
us came into politics to close schools but no change is not an 
option. 

“The overarching aim of the proposal is to sustain educa¬ 
tion and really improve education in the St Martins area for 
years to come.” 

The decision made by the cabinet will see the age range of 
Rhyn Park School extended to cover five to 16-year-old’s 
from September 1 next year. 

A nursery class will also be established at the site with 
effect from the same date.

INCREASED CAR parking 
revenue indicates that shop¬ 
pers are still visiting Oswes¬ 
try despite the economic 
situation. 

A report to Oswestry Town 
Council says all of Oswestry 
Town Council’s car parks 
have enjoyed an increase in 
revenue so far this year in 
comparison to last year. 

The report, which was pre¬ 
sented to the council’s mar¬ 
kets and car parks committee 
said total income at Central 
Car Park for April to August 
was £186,724 this year com¬ 
pared to £161,902 last year, 
an increase of 15.3 per cent. 

Income at the Horsemar- 
ket during the same period 
rose by 14.9 per cent from 
£28,023 last year to £32,194 
this year. 

And takings were up at the 
Smithfield Street car park by 
8.7 per cent with income ris¬ 
ing from £33,843 to £36,781. 

Councillor Martin Bennett 
said: “This information 
shows that by far the greatest 
majority of people using the 
car parks are parking for up 
to two hours. 

“In terms of short stay car 
parks, that is what they are 
there for. 

“They must be getting a 
terrific turnover of spaces 
which means people must be 
coming to Oswestry.” 

The meeting also heard 
concerns about falling rental 
income from stallholders who 
attend the town’s Wednesday 
outdoor market.

TAXI DRIVERS have revealed night time troubles in Oswestry have 
improved over the last six months after previously branding the town 
a “war zone” at weekends. 

Mark Higgins, from Oswestry Taxi Association, said people were behaving better in the 
town recently and felt it was because of a clampdown on GHB. 

He also believed it has been helped by Shropshire Council’s Taxi Marshalling scheme, 
outside the Wilfred Owen public house in Willow Street, set up to help customers have a 
safe place to wait for taxis. 

Mr Higgins said: “About 12 months ago 
it was ridiculous and when GHB was 
around it was crazy. 

“It has improved now there has been a 
clampdown on GHB and things are getting 
better. Things have definitely improved in 
the last six months and there is less fight¬ 
ing. 

“People were going berserk on the street 
so it is good news it has now improved.” 

At Oswestry’s recent Local Joint Com¬ 
mittee Inspector Jim Stafford revealed he 
had been ‘keeping a close eye’ on things 
since June. 

He said: “In relation to incidents involv¬ 
ing taxis there have been two reports of 
assault, two reports of damage to taxi 
meters and three reports of people run¬ 
ning off without paying. 

“The Taxi Marshals have been working 
well.” 

Stealing 

But Mr Higgins said he believed there 
were still many more incidents of people 
making off without paying the fares going 
unreported. He said this was an arrestable 
offence. 

He said the reason why some were unre¬ 
ported was because taxi drivers didn’t 
have the time to wait around and speak to 
police. 

He said: “I keep encouraging people to 
report it but they want to make their 
money on a Saturday night.” 

Nicholas Cox, of Oswestry Cabs, has 
been a taxi driver in Oswestry for five 
years. 

He said he had experienced a number of 
occasions when passengers did not pay 
their fares. 

He said: “If people don’t pay they are 
stealing from us. 

“It is a criminal offence not a civil 
offence.” 

Mr Higgins said the marshalling scheme 
was a help to taxi drivers and hoped it 
would continue next year. 

“The taxi drivers feel safer with the 
marshals there,” he said. “If drivers have 
trouble with people in the car they drive 
back to the marshals.” 

Earlier this year Mr Higgins wrote to 
Oswestry Town Council asking for CCTV 
cameras to be installed in cabs because of 
safety concerns.

Plans offer potential 200 
new jobs boost for town

UP TO 200 jobs could be created in Welshpool 
over the next few years as part of a multi-mil- 
lion pound development. 

Plans to build three new retail outlets and a cafe on part of 
the town’s Church Street car park and for brewer Marstons 
to develop the town’s Old Smithfield site, are expected to gen¬ 
erate up to 200 jobs. 

Marstons aim is to build a 180-seat restaurant which will 
join the company’s estate of food houses across the UK that 
serve two pub meals for the price of one. 

The pub will create 50 full and part-time jobs once it is 
opened to the public next year and developers behind the pro¬ 
ject, J Ross Developments, said a further 50 jobs would be cre¬ 
ated during its construction. 

They added that the development on Church Street car 
park, where plans are still very much in the early stages, 
would hopefully create more than 70 jobs in the area, 

The plans, also include the provision of a car park and ser¬ 
vicing yard. 

But town councillors have already expressed fears over the 
application and are worried about the loss of car parking 
spaces. 

Spencer Cooper, a director 
of J Ross Developments, said 
the aim was to complement 
existing shops and restau¬ 
rants. 

He said: “It is part of the 
town council’s vision to pro¬ 
vide vibrant and sustainable 
facilities for Welshpool. 

“This schemes will comple¬ 
ment and supplement exist¬ 
ing shops and restaurants, 
helping to make the town the 
destination choice for shop¬ 
pers and holidaymakers from 
outside the area. 

“It will also encourage and 
enable local residents and 
visitors to stay and spend in 
Welshpool instead of going to 
Shrewsbury or Chester to the 
detriment of the town. 

“More jobs and improved 
trading will support the over¬ 
all economic regeneration of 
Welshpool.”

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Towering trees 
are felled near 
to beauty spot 

GOING, GOING, gone! These towering trees beside a 
Shropshire beauty spot have been chopped down - despite 
calls from campaigners to save them. 

The beech trees next to The Mere, in Ellesmere, were 
deemed ‘unsafe’ by officials at Shropshire Council. And are 
now little more than stumps after more than a century on 
the banks of the lake. 

Rob McBride, a tree enthusiast and Ellesmere resident, 
who is better known as Shropshire’s ‘tree hunter’, said he 
was sad to see them go. 

He said: “These trees were major landscape features and 
heritage trees so I’m sad to see them go. 

“There are council reports saying these trees were 80 
years old, but I think it’s more like 120 years old. Other 
agencies like the National Trust have been ‘monolithing’ 
their trees instead of removing them because that way you 
get to keep a great natural wildlife habitat for many 
years.” 

Under the ‘monolithing’ procedure, trees lose their 
crown and top branches but retain about 15 feet of trunk, 
enabling them to remain part of the habitat without being 
completely removed. 

The council’s tree safety team recommended the 
Ellesmere trees for removal after it emerged the roots had

Train service plan for 
town's health village

AMBITIOUS PLANS have been revealed to create a direct train service to Oswestry’s new multi¬ 
million pound health village. 

The Primary Care Trust’s health village, which is housed in the former Cambrian Railway in Thomas Savin Close off Gob- 
owen Road, recently opened its doors to patients after years of planning and building. 

Today officials from Cambrian Heritage Railways have revealed they would like to set up a rail service that could transport 
patients to the new facility from places as far as Gobowen and Morda. 

Members of the heritage railways are currently completing an application for a Transport Work Order which will give them 
permission to take passengers there. 

Nigel Davies, spokesperson for the railway, said: “I think that the health village looks super. We will be able to see the rail¬ 
way acting as a community transport to the health centre. If the line goes as far as Gobowen and Morda it could pick people 
up and drop them off. These plans shows how we can assist and help. It also shows it is not just a railway but it is help for the 
people of Oswestry. It could be a way for some of the more elderly members of the community to get transport to the medical 
centre. It could be a direct route. That is the sort of thing we are looking at.” 

Work on the health village project has been going on for more than a year and has included the restoration of the historic, 
listed building to convert it 
into a centre that will hold a 
minor injuries unit, X-ray 
facilities, dentistry and other 
services. 

Mr Davies said the group’s 
dream was to see trains oper¬ 
ate from the main line in Gob¬ 
owen to Llanyblodwel and 
the Transport Work Order 
could help. He hopes to send 
the order to Shropshire 
Council next year. 

He said he was now looking 
for more people to become 
members of the railway to 
help them with their plans. 

They currently have 
around 600 members but Mr 
Davies said he would love to 
see more than 1,000. 

He said: “The membership 
of the organisation has gone 
up which is a signal that we 
are doing something to 
attract interest. 

“The more people that get 
involved the better. It is the 
town’s railway.”

A FUN-PACKED event will mark the opening of the multi-mil- 
lion pound Oswestry Leisure Centre on Saturday. 

The new facility will open to replace the existing 1970s building and 
boasts two swimming pools - a 25m competitive pool and a learner pool - 
a sports hall, fitness suite, activities studio and multi-function room. 

The celebrations will take place from 10am until 4pm, with a ribbon being cut 
to declare the building officially open at 12.30pm. 

A number of free activities will be taking place throughout the day, including 
taster sessions in cricket, badminton, paddle sports and dance. 

Performances 

There will be art play, face painting and soft play equipment for children, exhi¬ 
bition space and art performances. 

There will also be a market place, where local clubs and groups will have the 
opportunity to have a display where they can advertise their organisation and 
recruit new members. Continuing the celebrations, swimming will be free from 
9am until 5pm on Sunday 2 October. 

To enable staff and equipment to be moved over to the new centre, the existing 
centre closed on Saturday - just a week before the new one opens. 

“What we have now is a fantastic facility that is clean, fresh and inviting and a 
reward to the vision that 
people had over 10 years 
ago,” said Councillor 
Steve Charmley, portfolio 
holder for leisure. 

The former Oswestry 
Borough Council put aside 
more than £5 million to 
build a replacement for 
the old leisure centre, 
which was opened in the 
mid 1970s by Princess 
Anne. At the time it was 
expected to last 25 years. 

Work began on the 
replacement in 2009 but 
was halted overnight in 
January 2010 when 
Frank Galliers ceased 
trading because of finan¬ 
cial difficulties. 

After six months of no 
work on the building, 
national building firm 
Graham Construction 
was appointed to finish 
thejob.

“I 
started work at the Leisure Centre when I was 18 and have 
been here every since.” 

Lifeguard, Curly Rogers, said: “Every corner of the old 
building holds a memory for us all. We grew up there went to 
parties there, laughed and cried there.” 

Leisure Centre staff say there has been a family atmosphere 
over the past 35 years. In fact generations of families have 
worked at the centre, including Andrew Roberts whose late 
grandmother, Mrs Pat Roberts, was the first receptionist. 

“We have also had our fair share of weddings and relation¬ 
ships of people who have met while working here.” 

An informal party for past and present members of staff was 
held in Oswestry on Saturday night with people returning 
from across Shropshire and as far away as London.

CHRIS HILL’S impeccable 
taste first emerged when she 
was a teen. 

Against a 70s blur of flared jeans and 
printed shirts, the Oswestry business¬ 
woman’s distinctive tastes emerged. 
While followers of fashion were busy 
buying shiny cat-suits, glaring prints 
and tiny hot pants, Chris developed a 
more discerning style. 

The cliched looks of 70s Britain 
weren’t her style, instead, she was 
enthralled by the smart, feminine looks 
of the 40s. 

So while teenagers gazed on at ‘must- 
have’ pieces proudly displayed in a High 
Street shop windows, which within a 
week would most probably never be seen 
again, Chris took to second hand shops 
eagerly searching for timeless vintage 
pieces.

ROAD AND rail links in Mid 
Wales need to be improved 
in an attempt to improve 
tourism in the area, it has 
been claimed. 

Mid Wales Tourism, 
which represents hundreds 
of tourism groups in the 
region, said many busi¬ 
nesses were feeling the 
impact of the challenging 
economic climate.

It's time to ask a few questions 


REFERENCE SWAN Lane flats 
Oswestry: Shropshire Council 
have decided on our behalf to 
demolish the 48 dwellings, giving 
the occupants nearly £5,000 each 
to move. 

They are doing the same with a sim¬ 
ilar block in Weston Rhyn. 

The main reason given is that they 
have become uninhabitable due to the 
behaviour of some tenants drug and 
alcohol misuse, and lack of essential 
building repairs. 


The financial reason given is that the 
council have a £89 million debt on the 
housing account. 

On behalf of the people who ulti¬ 
mately pay for all this I want to ask a 
few questions: 

1 Why has mismanagement allowed to 
these properties to get in such a 
state? 

2 When were they built - 30, 40 years 
ago? 

3 Where will the residents go, who will 
provide their homes?

Launch 
of meals 
service a 
‘success’ 

A VILLAGE community 
meals on wheels service cre¬ 
ated to care for their elderly 
residents has had a success¬ 
ful start, officials say. 

Members of Selattyn and 
Gobowen Parish Council 
launched the service 
recently in response to con¬ 
cerns for the area’s elderly. 

Earlier this year parish 
council members created a 
steering group to look into 
the possibility of setting up 
their own a voluntary-led 
service to provide meals to 
the community. 

Penny O’Hagen, Selattyn 
and Gobowen Parish Coun¬ 
cil clerk, said the group are 
now successfully providing 
meals to people living in 
their parish and also out into 
Whittington. 

Community 

She said: “We had a meet¬ 
ing of Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council recently 
where we heard that the 
community meal project is 
still going on and is going 
quite well. 

“People are getting their 
meals three times a week. 

“We have given 82 meals 
out in August and 75 in July. 

“It is not massive num¬ 
bers but it shows it is worth 
doing. 

“We hope in October we 
will get some more people 
involved in the scheme.” 

The meals on wheels pro¬ 
ject is a pilot to see how it is 
received. It is expected to see 
the demand pick up as the 
winter months draw in. 
Meals come from the Gob¬ 
owen hospital. 

The idea began after 
members of the public told 
councillors they were con¬ 
cerned not everyone in the 
area was getting meals. 

The new voluntary group 
includes a parish council 
member and other commu¬ 
nity members. 

Volunteers 

Mrs O’Hagan said that 
they hope people will con¬ 
tinue to support the scheme. 

She said: “We are still 
looking for volunteers. We 
are really desperate for more 
people to come forward and 
help. 

“We are looking for any¬ 
one wanting to commit to 
the scheme once a month or 
two times a month. 

“We do pay volunteers for 
their expenses.” 

The parish Chairman, 
Councillor Ron Jones, said 
in the past that the scheme 
was not just a meal delivery 
service but also a way to 
check on the elderly in the 
community. 

He said that it was also a 
way of bringing human con¬ 
tact and communication to 
some of the residents.

Jail for conwoman who 
made fraud a way of life 

A CONWOMAN who used a false identity taken from a dead baby 
to gain a mortgage has been jailed for three years. 

Georgine Murphy, 54, who was living at Lakeholme Gardens in Oswestry, 
also stole money from her late aunt’s estate and falsely claimed housing and 
council tax benefits. 

In total she took more than £90,000 and used false information to apply for 
a mortgage advance of £169,545. 

Murphy was sentenced to three years imprisonment at Mold Crown Court after the 
court heard fraud had become a way of life for her. 

She had pleaded guilty at an earlier hearing to four counts of fraud, one count of fail¬ 
ing to notify changes of circumstances affecting entitlement to benefit and two counts 
of furnishing false information to obtain benefits. 

Judge Philip Hughes said: “Your offences span three years from 2007 until 2010. 

“You cheated the estate and siphoned off about £80,000 for your own use denying 
your uncle and his wife of their full entitlement of your aunt’s will.” 

The judge said Murphy carried out another fraud of nearly £2,000 by pretending to 
be her aunt and acquired another £8,400 from the Halifax bank by giving false infor¬ 
mation about her aunt’s estate. Part of the sentencing saw her previous suspended 
sentence activated and included in the three years.

Mr Karl Scholz, prosecut¬ 
ing said: “For Georgine Mur¬ 
phy fraud has become a way 
of life involving the sourcing 
of materials, the acquisition 
of documentation to support 
the false documentation, 
passports, pay slips, bank 
statements and utility bills 
and above all the willingness 
and ability to lie.” 

Mr Scholz told the court of 
other charges related to 
Murphy including taking the 
false identity Gail Jones, the 
name of a baby born in 1957 
that had died 12 hours after 
birth, and claiming to work 
for the non-existent Glyn 
Galleries to apply for a mort¬ 
gage advance of £169,545. 

Murphy had persuaded 
relatives to allow her to 
become the executor of her 
aunt’s estate to steal thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

Mr Scholz told the court 
the defendant also did not 
mention she owned a home 
or her inheritance on her 
benefits applications. 

Adrian Palmer, for Mur¬ 
phy, said Murphy had an 
identity disorder. 


'Real concerns' voiced 
over maternity services 


A POLITICIAN says he has ‘real concerns’ 
about maternity services across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales following an ‘emotional’ 
debate in the Welsh Assembly. 

Montgomeryshire Assembly Member Rus¬ 
sell George said he was against plans to move 
the consultant-led maternity unit from the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital to the Princess 
Royal at Telford. He said despite the Assem¬ 
bly’s new strategy on maternity services, his 
concerns about services for patients in his 
constituency still remained. 

During the first debate of the new Assem¬ 
bly term, Mr George, from Newtown, high¬ 
lighted the challenges that existed in 
delivering maternity services in rural Wales 
and in particular, how reliant expectant 
mothers in Montgomeryshire were on treat¬ 
ment from the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

He said: “It is apt that in Rural Health 
Week, I have the opportunity to raise the par¬ 
ticular challenges that delivering maternity 
services to dispersed rural communities pre¬ 


sents. While I do welcome the Government’s 
new strategy and its focus on improving stan¬ 
dards and outcomes, maternity services need 
to be planned in such a way that they meet the 
needs of the local population, whilst also pro¬ 
moting best practise. 

“Maternity services in Powys are unique - 
it has one of the highest levels of home births 
anywhere in the UK. It has led the way in 
developing a strong midwife-led service and 
this shows that we have taken innovative and 
practical steps in solving some of the rural 
challenges that we face. 

“However, the simple fact of the matter is 
that for elective, complex or emergency treat¬ 
ment, we rely heavily on the Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust. 

“That is why I have real concerns about the 
reconfiguration of services in Shropshire. 

“The removal of consultant-led services 
from Shrewsbury to Telford, coupled with a 
large reduction in obstetric beds could poten¬ 
tially put many women at increased risk.”

for growth 

WELSHPOOL IS set to be ser¬ 
viced by an hourly train service 
after AM Russell George con¬ 
firmed talks are underway 
with operator Arriva. 

The news broke from the 
Welsh Assembly’s opening ses¬ 
sion after the summer recess, 
when Mr George raised con¬ 
cerns about the lack of trains 
which resulted in overcrowded 
carriages on the Shrewsbury- 
Aberystwyth line. 

“The news that investment 
in the line remains a key part of 
the Government’s National 
Transport Plan is long over¬ 
due,” said Mr George.

“The improvement of the 
Cambrian Line is an extremely 
important aspect in delivering 
economic growth in Mid Wales. 

“Passenger and business 
groups have been waiting on 
the Government to fulfil its 
part of the bargain and bring 
forward the revenue funding to 
complete the enhancement 
project.” 

Mr George said that he had 
received complaints of a reduc¬ 
tion in carriages on the route 
recently and urged Arriva to 
ease overcrowding by increas¬ 
ing carriage numbers. 

Meanwhile, County Council¬ 
lor Frank Torrens welcomed 
the news on the hourly service 
and said: “This is something 
that we have been lobbying on 
for some time now and I am 
pleased that the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment is taking this forward. 

“However, to have these ser¬ 
vices timetabled for the early 
spring, we need decisions to be 
made as soon as possible.”

CLAIMS THAT major decisions within Powys County Council should be 
taken by all members and not just the cabinet have been rejected by 
the council’s leader. 

Councillor Michael Jones, leader of the council, was speaking after 10 councillors called 
for a special meeting in October to debate whether or not all councillors not just the cabinet 
should take decisions on secondary and post 16 education. 

“The cabinet system is not unique to Powys. Nearly all county councils in Wales, the Welsh 
Government, the Scottish Parliament and national government in Westminster have a cab¬ 
inet style administration,” he said. 

“Powys moved to a cabinet system at the annual meeting in May, the decision followed pub¬ 
lic consultation on the subject which was approved by a special meeting of the full county 
council last year. 

“Two of the council’s groups - the Powys Independent Alliance and the Welsh Liberal 
Democrats - have formed a ruling group known as the Administration and they take deci¬ 
sion on behalf of the majority of members within the council. 

“Within the cabinet I have appointed portfolio holders to lead in a variety of subject areas, 
one of which is learning and leisure, which includes secondary education. The decision allows 


the member to build up a 
level of knowledge and exper¬ 
tise that is impossible for the 
wider membership. 

“Local government democ¬ 
racy is fairly straightforward, 
we all ask someone to repre¬ 
sent us and take decisions on 
our behalf, at ward level, 
within political groups and as 
members of a cabinet execu¬ 
tive. The system is designed 
to ensure that decisions are 
taken efficiently and have 
the support of the majority. 

“Having established and 
approved a cabinet system to 
take strategic decisions it 
does not seem logical to then 
challenge its right to consider 
one of the most important 
decisions faced by the coun¬ 
cil. 

“The future of our sec¬ 
ondary schools is crucial. The 
size of the education budget 
means any decisions will 
impact all services areas for 
many years to come,” he 
added.

Vow over 
changes

CIVIC LEADERS in Welsh¬ 
pool have vowed to do all they 
can to make changes to the 
town’s new bus service after 
dozens of complaints.

A letter has 
already been sent to the 
county council expressing our 
disappointment with the 
changes and we will be seek¬ 
ing to gain something more in 
line with residents’ wishes. 

“The changes mean that 
people don’t get to work on 
time like they used to,” he 
said. 

“We want to put it on 
record that the town council 
is not happy with the 
changes. We’ve received 
quite a lot of complaints 
about it and hope something 
can be done.” 

Powys County Council, 
which is the bus regulator for 
the county, said services had 
been reviewed in response to 
budget reductions, and 
timetable changes had been 
advertised and information 
circulated to county council¬ 
lors and Welshpool Town 
Council.

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Boundaries 
review plea 
to correct 
anomaly 

CALLS HAVE been made for a review 
of parish boundaries in rural areas after 
it emerged homes on a new housing 
estate in West Felton officially fell into 
neighbouring Ruyton-XI-Towns. 

The homes at Pradoe View were built 
on the site of a former garage on the 
eastern edge of West Felton, near 
Oswestry. But it has since been discov¬ 
ered that the land lies not within West 
Felton Parish Council boundaries but 
in Ruyton-XI-Towns. 

Now parish councillors have asked 
Shropshire Council to carry out a com¬ 
munity governance review before the 
2013 local government elections to 
remove the boundary anomaly between 
Ruyton-XI-Towns and West Felton. 

Shropshire Council has referred the 
matter to the Community Governance 
Working Party for action. 

Richard Thomas, of Shropshire 
Council, said: “The Ruyton-XI-Towns 
Parish Council has requested this coun¬ 
cil to undertake a community gover¬ 
nance review following the discovery of 
an anomaly in the boundary between 
the Ruyton-XI-Towns and West Felton 
Parish Council. 

“The anomaly affects a recent devel¬ 
opment known as Pradoe View on a for¬ 
mer garage site on the eastern edge of 
the village of West Felton. It had been 
presumed by the West Felton commu¬ 
nity that the land on which the new 
properties have been built lay within 
the parish of West Felton.” 

But Mr Thomas said that following a 
recent parish by-election, when the 
prospective candidates requested a map 
of the parish boundaries, it had become 
apparent that this is not the case. 

He said despite this, the 12 electors 
had been included on the electoral reg¬ 
ister for West Felton, rather than Ruy¬ 
ton-XI-Towns. 

He said: “Ruyton-XI-Towns Parish 
Council is now seeking this council’s 
assistance to correct the position by 
undertaking a community governance 
review in advance of the local govern¬ 
ment elections in 2013.” 


Paintball centre retirement 
for Falklands rescue 'copter 


A HELICOPTER which rescued crews from the 
ill-fated RFA Sir Galahad during the Falklands 
War has been brought to a Shropshire paintball 
arena - where it will act as a cafe. 


The Wessex helicopter XT468 was originally bought to be 
used as part of paintball activities in the main arena at Rednal 
Paintball, near Oswestry. 

But when it was discovered that the helicopter had seen 
active service in the Falklands War rescuing crew members 
from both the Sir Galahad and the Atlantic Conveyor it was 
decided it needed a different role. The helicopter was brought 
into the county by road and lifted into place. 

Carl Davies, arena manager,said: “We have decided to put it 
on display, as we are based on 
a disused World War Two air¬ 
field, with information boards 
about its history. 

And it will also be used for 
children’s laser party pack¬ 
ages - as the venue in which 
they have their lunch.” 

Rednal Paintball has writ¬ 
ten to Simon Weston, who was 
badly burned when RFA Sir 
Galahad was destroyed in the 
Falklands in 1982. 

The Sir Galahad and Sir 
Tristram ships were bombed 
on June 8, with the death of 53 
men and many more badly 
burned and wounded. 

Heroic winchmen and pilots 
of four Sea Kings and a Wessex 
flew into the dense, stifling, 
smoke around Sir Galahad, 
risking flames and exploding 
ammunition, to lift men from 
the deck and the sea. 

Others used their rotor 
down draught to push inflat¬ 
able life rafts away from the 
ship, which was surrounded by 
patches of burning oil. 

While the rescues were still 
going on the container ship 
Atlantic Conveyor was hit by 
an Argentine Exocet missile. 
Helicopters helped rescue the 
ship’s company although 12 
men died

Ideas invited 
for land near

A HELICOPTER pad, an outdoor gym or extend¬ 
ing a popular riverside walk are just some sugges¬ 
tions on how to use a piece of land offered to 
Llanfyllin Town Council. 

Councillors have been given the chance to have 
a £100 a year lease on ground near Bodfach Hall 
and are now calling on residents and organisations 
for ideas on how to use it to benefit the town. 

The lease is yet to be signed but a number of sug¬ 
gestions have already been put forward including 
using it to expand the town’s Afon Cain Riverside 
Access Scheme. 

Angela Vause, clerk to Llanfyllin Town Council, 
said: “There has been a lot of discussion about how 
to use the land. We are asking local organisations 
and councillors what they would like to do with the 
area of land to make it attractive or turn it into 
something special. 

“It could be turned into a community orchard, a 
willow maze or an extension to the river walk. It 
could be a helicopter pad as it is near the doctors or 
an outdoor gym. Things are still in discussion.” 

The Afon Cain Riverside Access Scheme saw the 
town’s car park extended, the creation of wetlands 
and a nature walk and an innovative drainage sys¬ 
tem to protect the river and allow wildlife to thrive. 

Members of the committee now have visions of 
creating bridges for visitors to cross over the river 
to explore the other side. 

The project is aimed at making Llanfyllin more 
attractive to tourists and to encourage them to stay 
longer and spend money in the town’s businesses. 

It has been led by the town council with support 
from Llanfyllin Civic Society, Llanfyllin Young 
Farmers, Cain Valley River Group, Keep Wales 
Tidy, Montgomeryshire Wildlife Trust and Llan¬ 
fyllin Chamber of Commerce. 


Fears lack 
of business 
space will 
hurt town 

A LACK OF space for new 
business units in a town on 
the Shropshire border has 
sparked fears that residents 
may leave in search of work. 

Llanfyllin councillors are 
calling on the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly Government to help them 
find a solution because they 
say there is little space to cre¬ 
ate more employment in the 
town for the future.

“There is nothing in Llan¬ 
fyllin, we are short of indus¬ 
trial units. 

“We don’t want to lose peo¬ 
ple, we want to keep them in 
Llanfyllin and expand the 
town. We have got to move on 
and get more businesses. We 
need somewhere for people to 
work. 

“We need money spent 
here and we don’t want to 
lose out to all the modern 
market towns in Powys. 

“We want space for indus¬ 
try, manufacturing or busi¬ 
nesses, anything to help bring 
employment to the town.”

The unitary authority is now calling on residents in 
Oswestry and across the rest of the county to help them col¬ 
lect data to prove they need better broadband services.

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Warrants 
executed 
in drugs 
operation 

POLICE HAVE raided more 
properties in Oswestry as 
part of an ongoing drugs 
crackdown in the town. 

Officers seized several 
items including substances 
believed to be controlled 
drugs which are now being 
forensically examined. 

The raids are part of police 
investigations into the mis¬ 
use of GHB in the area. 

Warrants were executed 
at several properties in 
Oswestry and a man in his 
20s was arrested in the 
Welsh Walls area on suspi¬ 
cion of importing controlled 
drugs. 

He was questioned at 
Shrewsbury Police Station 
before being released on bail 
until November 15, pending 
further inquiries. 

Detective Inspector Gavin 
Kinrade, said: “The arrest 
and searches we carried out 
are part of an ongoing inves¬ 
tigation linked to the illegal 
misuse of GHB in Oswestry. 

“It was a follow on to a sig¬ 
nificant operation we car¬ 
ried out in the area in April 
when we searched around 20 
properties and made more 
than a dozen arrests.” 

The April arrests during 
operation Bubble involved 
about 100 police officers. 

Inspector Kinrade said: 
“We would urge anyone who 
has any information con¬ 
cerning the misuse of drugs 
to call us on 0300 333 3000, 
or Crimestoppers anony¬ 
mously on 0800 555 111.” 

Last year Oswestry was 
said to have one of the high¬ 
est levels of GHB use in the 
country. 

Drug abuse workers in the 
town said GHB/GHL had 
overtaken the use of other 
drugs in the area.

He said that there is a demand for the group and he often receives phone 
calls for help, adding: “We have had a lot of positive feedback. People are 
looking at what we are doing and there has been a lot of interest in the 
group.” 

Mr Lade would like to recruit up to 50 skilled volunteers to go out into the 
community and help provide

PUPILS AND staff at an 
Oswestry school have been 
praised by their head 
teacher after inspectors 
rated the early years section 
of the school as outstanding 
in all categories. 

Jackie Greatorex, head 
teacher of Oswestry’s Bel- 
lan House School, said she 
was delighted with the 
report which was carried 
out by the Independent 
Schools Inspectorate during 
the summer term. 

“We have always had a 
good track record at Bellan 
House, but to receive such a 
good report is a real acco¬ 
lade for all the hard work 
that goes on here both from 
staff and pupils,” said Mrs 
Greatorex. 

Bellan House, which is 
the prep department for 
nearby Oswestry School, 
teaches youngsters from 
reception age to Year 6. It 
also has a nursery section 
which caters for children 
from six weeks to four years. 

The inspection, which is 
carried out every three 
years, said that leadership 
and management were out¬ 
standing with well struc¬ 
tured policies. 

“Staff have established 
very positive relationships 
with parents and carers who 
are encouraged to be 
involved in their child’s edu¬ 
cation and are kept 
extremely well informed of 


progress,” the report says. 

“A wide range of excellent 
quality resources, both 
indoors and outdoors, are 
accessible to the children, 
and are used very well, sup¬ 
porting them in decision 
making and working inde¬ 
pendently.” 

Commenting on the qual¬ 
ity of the Early Years Foun¬ 
dation Stage, the report 
says that learning for each 


child is enjoyable and chal¬ 
lenging. It says that staff at 
Bellan House adopt a sup¬ 
portive and encouraging 
approach and have estab¬ 
lished high quality relation¬ 
ships with children whom 
they know very well. 

The school will be holding 
an open day for parents to 
take a look around and meet 
the head teacher and staff 
on Saturday. 


Future of old 
pavilion put 
in the hands 
of residents 

AN OLD Oswestry sports pavilion could be 
revamped or destroyed - and the answer lies 
in the hands of residents. 

People living in the Gatacre area of the 
town have been asking about the future of 
the nearby pavilion. 

In the past there have been plans to 
revamp the centre but these have not yet 
come to fruition. 

Shropshire Councillors Martin Bennett 
and Vince Hunt met with officers from the 
unitary council recently to see if something 
could be done. 

At the meetings they asked for figures to 
see how much it would cost to either reno¬ 
vate or replace the building. 

Councillor Bennett said: “Nothing is con¬ 
crete as yet. Councillor Hunt and I have had 
a couple of meetings to look at the overall 
problems and try to understand the issues. 

“We are still working to find out the costs 
of the current building, the costs of a 
revamp and the costs to demolish and 
replace. We also want to find out how much 
it has been used.” 

Councillor Bennett said they were now 
looking to see if they could arrange a meet¬ 
ing in late autumn for members of the pub¬ 
lic and all interested parties to discuss the 
matter further. 

He said with the opening of the new 
leisure centre, on Shrewsbury Road, they 
would see if the pavilion will be used as 
much. 

He said: “It is a question of how much 
support there is in the local area. 

“It has been in the area for a long time. 

“There were plans drawn up for a replace¬ 
ment before but there was not a lot of 
enthusiasm. ” 

But Councillor Bennett said the idea had 
now been taken up again after recent inter¬ 
est from some residents. 

He said if there was enough interest they 
would have to look towards grant bodies to 
help fund the project. 

“Whether to rebuild, renovate or refur¬ 
bish it is more a question of, if money is 
found, is anybody going to use the facilities 
anyway?” 

The building is currently used by the Cae 
Glas cricket team and a football team.

They are the last words Owen spoke to his mother. 

“It is really amazing. 

“Orrs is a tiny village but they have gone all out for Wil¬ 
fred Owen. 

“They have made it a Wilfred Owen centre and the con¬ 
nections with Oswestry are quite extraordinary.” 

Wilfred Owen was born in Oswestry in 1893 and was killed 
on the battlefield in 1918.

Lure of mountain 
proved irresistable 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with Ben Waddams 


Although I’m usually far too 
busy for the activity now, 
climbing (or more accurately, 
mountaineering) used to be 
one of my obsessions. 

It is true to say I was more of an ‘arm¬ 
chair mountaineer’, revelling in the 
written accomplishments, triumphs and 
tragedies of Reinhold Messner, Doug 
Scott and Edmund Hillary among oth¬ 
ers. However my dad and I made suc¬ 
cessful and occasionally technical 
accents in the Cairngorms, Alps and 
later on Kilimanjaro, a shade under 
20,000 feet. 

When I was given the opportunity to 
visit Iceland on a geography field trip in 
those formative years, I leapt at the 
chance. 

As anyone knows, Iceland is a 
climber’s and a geographer’s dream. 
There are glaciers, coastal landforms, 
active volcanoes, spectacular rivers and 
gargantuan waterfalls. Unsurprisingly, 
Iceland has some very good moun¬ 
taineering, but of course, I could not 
expect to climb any peaks on this trip .. 
. or could I? 

As the coach came to rest at our 
accommodation for the week, I was 
thrilled to see it lay at the base of a huge 
pillar of volcanic rock. Snow and ice cov¬ 
ered the top, although the sides seemed 
relatively free of the stuff. 

I noticed several interesting gullies 
which looked climbable although there 
were no paths creeping up towards 
them. 

My geography teacher, Mr Sturgeon, 
was a strong, athletic kind of guy, keen 
on skiing and interested in the same 
adventurous exploits I read about.

However he rightly had a duty of care 
to his students and there was no way he 
was going to let me get everyone into 
trouble by vanishing up a mountain dur¬ 
ing school time. 

But I suffer from a vertical affliction. 
When a mountain looms ahead of you, 
suddenly there is a great purpose and 
goal to one’s wanderings - the summit 
and the satisfying accomplishment of 
the attainment of that point. 

I had to try and climb this Icelandic 
peak come what may. 

With two equally irresponsible 
friends, we dressed warmly, packed our 
head torches and left around 11pm. The 
northern lights shimmered and glowed 
above us. It was a full moon and clear 
skies lit up the surrounding landscape as 
well as could have been hoped for. 

Plotting my course upwards and 
steering our trio in the direction of one 
of the gullies, we made good time, cross¬ 
ing the fields and hills below almost at a 
jog and then beginning the steeper 
approach. At any moment we thought 
we would hear the barking voice of Mr 
Sturgeon commanding us to return, but 
it never came. 

Up we travelled, scrambling across 


boulders and traversing scree slopes 
until we reached the foot of the gully. At 
this point the weather seemed to turn 
slightly. The night was still clear, but the 
wind picked up and the others became 
uneasy. They opted to try to find a less 
steep way to the top, whilst I pushed on. 

By now it was 2am, cold and blowing 
a gale. As I reached the top of the gully, 
the full force of the wind hit me and I 
struggled to cross the summit plateau 
before reaching the highest point and 
retreating to find the others, unwilling 
to climb higher. 

There were two things I remembered 
about the climb. 

Firstly, that the only creature I saw 
was a redwing, my favourite member of 
the thrush family and, being September, 
soon to fly south to Britain for a milder 
winter than Iceland had to offer. 

And secondly, how we failed to avoid 
the wrath of Mr Sturgeon, not by being 
found out, but by constantly falling 
asleep during the next day’s activities!

Look back at lift on the buses 


IT’S TIME to complete our little 
bus-borne journey down mem¬ 
ory lane as we recall some of 
the independent bus operators 
of yesteryear, thanks to a new 
book, “Independent Buses in 
Shropshire”, written by enthu¬ 
siast and historian Neville Mer¬ 
cer. 

In the first part of our trip last week we 
kept to those firms in the Oswestry area 
which fall in the first part of the alpha¬ 
bet, which meant we were carried by the 
likes of Gittins of Crickheath and Hamp- 
son of Oswestry. 

Our return leg in the second part of the 
alphabet sees us riding on some familiar 
names. 

Mr Mercer’s book costs £16.95 and is 
published by Venture Publications 
(www.venturepublications.co.uk) 

Having geared up for the journey, here 
we go ... 

LLOYD OF OSWESTRY: In 1920 
(Mr Mercer writes) Wrexham & District 
opened a single vehicle out-station in 
Oswestry. 

The regular driver of the Oswestry- 
based machine was John W. Lloyd, who 
soon branched out by acquiring a 12-seat 
Wolseley and offering excursions and 
private hires. 

In 1923 he left to establish his own bus 
company. Among buses operated in the 
1950s were five old double-deckers. The 


Vagg of Knockin Heath was the only Shropshire independent to receive brand 
new double-deckers, in the shape of two all-Leyland PD2/1 highbridge mod¬ 
els delivered in 1950. GAW 700 awaits departure from Oswestry with Hamp- 
son’s ‘private hire RF’ LUC 212 on their ‘Town’ service visible behind it. 


A Bedford OB bus operated by Parish of Morda. This 1949 bus arrived at 
Morda in August 1960 from Cowburn of Westhoughton and lasted until April 


business was sold to Crosville in July 
1961. 

PARISH OF MORDA: For almost 
six decades, says Mr Mercer, the village 
of Morda was familiar to bus enthusiasts 
as the headquarters of a much-loved 
independent operator. 

Albert Parish began a market day ser¬ 
vice from Llanyblodwel to Oswestry via 
Morda in 1925, using a modified Ford 
Model T lorry. 


For its first 40 years the business 
remained a modest enterprise, but in 
1964 Albert retired and passed the oper¬ 
ation to his sons, and by 1971 the Parish 
fleet had almost doubled in size to 11 
vehicles. 

The end came in early 1982 when the 
Parish brothers agreed to sell the bulk of 
the business to Owen’s Coaches of 
Oswestry. 

VAGG OF KNOCKIN HEATH: 


1964. 

Stephen Charles Vagg bought a 14-seat 
Chevrolet from Brown of Donnington 
Wood in March 1928 and began an 
Oswestry to Shrewsbury service. 

By 1934 the business was buoyant 
enough to buy another operator, H.C. 
Jones of Oswestry, and in August 1947 
the Vagg brothers acquired Arthur’s of 
Oswestry. 

By the end of 1950 the Vagg fleet had 
grown to 35 vehicles, which included two 
Leyland double-deckers. 

In 1974, says Mr Mercer, Stephen and 


John Vagg decided to retire and sold 
their business to the T E Jones Group, a 
plant hire firm in Nesscliffe. 

By the beginning of 1982 the Vagg 
fleet, based at Nesscliffe following the 
closure of the Knockin Heath premises, 
included 24 coaches but only one bus. 

“In September the parent T E Jones 
group went into liquidation and all oper¬ 
ations by Vagg came to an end... It was a 
shocking and abrupt end for one of 
Shropshire’s finest independent bus 
operators.” 


Malicious 
fire alarm 
at flats 

RESIDENTS OF Oswestry 
flats, including young fami¬ 
lies, had to leave their homes 
after a fire alarm was deliber¬ 
ately smashed. 

Firefighters said that such 
malicious action took front 
line vehicles out of action 
which could threaten lives, 
and also caused inconve¬ 
nience and worry to those 
forced to evacuate. 

The alarm was smashed in 
a communal area of flats off 
Willow Street. Two fire crews 
from Oswestry responded 
amid fears that the building 
could be alight. 

But when firefighters 
arrived they quickly realised 
they were dealing with a mali¬ 
cious false alarm. 

A handful of residents had 
evacuated the building. 

Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service crew manager, 
Robin Evans, said some of 
those standing outside had 
young children with them. 

“It can be a really worrying 
time, being woken by a fire 
alarm in the middle of the 
night. Some of the residents 
had children they had had to 
wake in the middle of the 
night and carry outside.” 

“The malicious smashing 
of fire alarms are a real incon¬ 
venience and a worry to peo¬ 
ple.”

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Hybrid wants to be all 
things to all motorists 


VOLVO has opened its doors for a 
sneak preview of its V60 plug-in 
hybrid prototype, and if everything 
goes to plan, the car will be all things 
to all men - well, all men (and women) 
with a lot of spare cash, anyway. 

Going by actual tests under the current offi¬ 
cial EU system, the plug-in V60 will return an 
average of 148mpg, put out just 49g/km of C02, 
and yet sprint to 62mph in 6.9 seconds. 

The incredible figures come as a result of 
much of the test being able to be completed 
using electric power only, but in theory the

results do translate to certain kinds of real- 
world use. The combination of a powerful five- 
cylinder diesel engine at the front and a large 
electric motor at the back, with the ability to 
run on either or both, makes the V60 incredi¬ 
bly versatile. 

At the exclusive event at Volvo’s headquarters 
in Gothenburg, as the company also announced 
its plans to produce only four-cylinder engines in 
the future, the two working V60 plug-in hybrids 
were made available for test drives. 

Fascinating 

This project was started before the company 
made the decision to drop a cylinder from its top- 
end diesels, so for the moment the older design is 
staying put. 

The hybrid system layout is fascinating. By 
putting the row of batteries under the boot floor, 
which does cut down on luggage space but only 
by 6cm of height, the hybrid’s weight distribu¬ 
tion is much more neutral than the standard 
V60’s. It’s about 300kg heavier than a diesel 
V60, but it feels better balanced. 


Then the front wheels are driven by the engine, 
while the back ones are left to the motor. The car 
can be front - rear - or, at low speeds, four-wheel- 
drive, offering the best of all worlds at the appro¬ 
priate time. 

Best of all, even at this early stage the systems 
work together seamlessly. There are one or two 
engineering hiccups to overcome, but the core 
functions are there. 

Three driving modes offer a choice of fully elec¬ 
tric running, standard hybrid propulsion and a 
‘power’ setting, where the system puts fast, first. 

From a standing start it’s really very rapid, 
with relentless acceleration and no wheelspin, 
even in the wet. 

Using the three system modes optimises the 
car for a specific kind of driving. Effectively it’s 
three cars in one, and while fully electric mode is 
engaged, the car does everything it can to main¬ 
tain battery-only running. Only a dedicated stab 
of the throttle will cause the engine to cut in, so 
you can hang on to exhaust emission-free driving 
for as long as possible. 

Despite the combined 4721b.ft of torque - that’s

a standard plug socket using the cable pro¬ 
vided with the car, and with a UK-typical 10- 
amp flow of current, it takes around 4.5 
hours to completely recharge, although 
thanks to the hybrid system the battery will 
never actually get flat, or discharge more 
than it should. 


741b.ft more than a Ferrari 458 supercar - 
drivers will be able to travel up to 31 miles 
at up to 62mph purely on electricity; the 
equivalent of going from central Cambridge 
to Stansted Airport with charge to spare.

Volvo refused to be drawn 
on price; not even to offer a 
rough estimate. 

That means it’s likely to 
be expensive, and given that 
similar, but less advanced 
designs are hitting the show¬ 
rooms at around the £30,000 
mark, the V60 plug-in 
hybrid might be closer to 
£35,000 or £40,000 by the 
time it’s finished.
